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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schubert et al. 
[US 6,505,960 B2]. 

Schubert et al. discloses a holder device for a safety transformer [135] for use in flush 
mounted electrical installations of extra low voltage, in which the safety transformer is placed in 
proximity of an electricity consumer object [figure 1] , the safety transformer and the electricity 
consumer object being detachable through amounting aperture of an anchoring object [ceiling 
270] characterized in that the safety transformer is connected to a piece of fitting [105], the piece 
of fitting being arranged to hold the safety transformer at a distance from the electricity 
consumer object and the anchoring object. 

Regarding claims 2-3, Schubert et al. disclose the piece of fitting is connected to the 
electricity consumer object and the anchoring object [figure 7].
